REILLY ANNOUNCES HE WILL APPEAL 
DECISION TO LAND’S HIGHEST COURT 


Jury’ s Decision Comes on Fifth Ballot; Wife 
of Stolid German Carpenter Hears Verdict 


With Unbelievable Calm, Though Bitter 
Tears Stain Her Cheeks.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Feb. 13.—(AP)—A solemn man- 
date—death in the electric chair for the kidnap-murder of the 
infant Charles Lindbergh Jr.—was read to Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann by his Jersey jury and his judge tonight. 

Pale and erect, he heard the sentence of the jury that, 
“We find the defendant guilty of murder in the first degree,” 
and he swayed almost imperceptibly as Justice Thomas W. 


Trenchard sentenced him to die in the electric chair at Trenton 
penitentiary, “the week beginning Monday, the 18th day of March.” 
But he crouched at midnight on the edge of the cot in his guarded 


cell and wept. 


He had not a word for the men who watched him. 

Shortly after the jury climaxed 32 days of tragic, dramatic testimony 
and frenzied pleading, with its verdict Edward J. Reilly, big chief of the 
defense counsel, announced an appeal would be carried “to the highest 
court of the country, the United States supreme court, if necessary.” 

‘We believe we shall be able to secure an ultimate reversal of the 
judgment,” Reilly said. 

The first higher court to pass on the appeal is expected to be the 
court of errors and appeals of the state of New Jersey, and the case prob- 
ably will not reach that tribunal before the latter part of May. 


Lindbergh Is Absent 
As Verdict Is Read. 


The father whose baby died at a kidnaper’s hands three years ago next 
March 1—Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh—did not hear the jury’s man- 
date, did not see Hauptmann as he stood, white and unshaven, to hear 


his doom. 


Colonel Lindbergh had left the courtroom early in the afternoon and 
when New Jersey authorities telephoned the home of his mother-in-law 
at Englewood, they were informed that the household had learned of the 
verdict from broadcasts. 

Although Colonel Lindbergh and the baby’s young mother have. been 
Staying at the Morrow home, the officers who telephoned were informed 


that the famous flier was “not at home.” 


His close friend and legal adviser, Colonel Henry Breckenridge, de- 
clined in New York to comment on the verdict, as did Dr. John F. “Jafe 
sie’ Condon, the aged Bronx schoolmaster who paid $50,000 ransom to 
a man he identified as Hauptmann. 

The eight men and four women of the jury spent 11 hours and six 
minutes in the bleak back room of the old Hunterdon county courthouse 


and reputedly balloted five times before they reached their verdict.

He then traced the ef- 
fects of the war, with its tragic eco- 
nomic aftermath, and quoted the con- 
sidered opinion of Dr. William E. 
Dodd, the present American ambassa- 
dor to Germany, and a historian of 
great merit, that with 1929 ended the 
age which begun with Christopher Co- 
lumbus and Martin Luther. 

“The industrial revolution,” con- | 
ttmued the speaker, “has transformed 
the last century's economy of want 
into an economy of plenty. It is be- 
cause of this we can never go back 
to yesterday until we abandon the | 
fruitful machine. But is there any | 
need for us to do so?’ The speaker's

Economy of Want Traced. 

Mr. Milton traced the metamor- 
phosis of the economy of want, from 10 
centuries ago, through the prediction 
of Malthus concerning the growth of 
population—a period when it was be- 
lieved that there was a law of dimin- 
ishing return for human effort, and 
the point would soon be reached when 
one man’s labor would not grow the 
food to feed him. 

“But at the very moment Malthus 
was penning the essay in which he 
pictured the world in a constant race 
with starvation, the industrial revolu- 
tion was on the way to put an end 
to the economy of want,” said Mr. 
Milton. “In the years since Malthus 
there has been an agricultural as well 
as an industrial revolution. Ways 
have been found to restore land vital- 
ity. Dry farming has become a 
science. Hundreds of millions of acres 
of new food land has been found. We 
now have an economy of abundance 
and must find a new set of rules to 
Mm it:” 
gs said Mr. Milton, the illusion | 
of a race against starvation was the 
focus of our business thinking and |

Prices 
would sky-rocket, installment buying 
pressure would be tremendous, there 
might be pyramided stock market prof- 
its. Then what had gone up as a 
rocket would come down as a stick. 

“And on the way down, I fear there | 
would be revolution—America as we 
now know it would be no more.

Undoubtedly 
production does not need to be con- 
trolled nearly so much as do the costs 
and inefficiencies. I believe the Roose- 
velt administration is recognizing, 
through its decreasing emphasis of the 
NRA, the fact that it has had hold 
of the wrong end of the stick.” 


Mr. Milton referred to problems and 
needs of our people—proper housing, 
unemployment insurance and _ insur- 
ance and provision for sickness and 
old age, and concluded with the fol- 
lowing credo: 

“I cannot mention the myriad of 
plans and projects of this character 
which, when we consent to them, will 
help us achieve our goal of plenty. We 
live in a new world and must have 
new rules for the game. It is extraor- 
dinarily important that we ourselves 
take part in making these rules, and 
then to give our best hearts and minds 
to helping work them out. 

“Let us welcome this New Deal, 
which is our New Deal. That way 
lies the more abundant life for Ameri- 
ca. That way, too, we can preserve 
that freedom of mind which is the 


greatest thing in the world.”

Richard Hauptmann, stands charged 
in this indictment with the murder 
of Charles A. Lindbergh Jr.. at the 
township of East Amwell in this 
eounty on the Ist day of March, 
1932 


It now becomes your duty to ren- 


der a verdict upon the question of 
his guilt or his innocence and upon 
the degree of his guilt. if guilty. 
In doing this you must be guided 
hy the principles of law bearing upon 
the case that I will now proceed to 
lay before you. 

In the determination of all ques: 
tions of fact. the sole responsibility 
is With the jury. You are the sole 
judges of the evidence, of the weight 
of the evidence, and of the eredi- 
bility of the witnesses. Any com- 
ments that [I may make upon the 
evidence will be made, not for the 
purpose of controlling vou in your

view of the facts, but only to aid you 
in applying the principles of law to’ 
the facts as you may find them. | 
You must not consider what I shail | 
Say concerning the evidence as be-| 
ing accurate, but you must depend | 
upon your own recollection. You! 
must not only consider the evidence | 
to which I shall refer, but you must | 
consider all of the evidence in the’ 
case. 

In this, as in every criminal case, 
the defendant is presumed to be in-| 
nocent. which presumption continues 
until he is proved to be guilty. 

To support the indietment and to 
justify a conviction, the state must 
prove the facts sufficient for that 
purpose by evidence beyond a_ rea- 
sonable doubt; and that burden never 
shifts from the state. If there he 
reasonable doubt whether the de- 
fendant be guilty, he is be de- 
clared not guilty. 

DOUBT NOT 
EASILY DEFINED. 

Reasonable doubt is a term often 
used, probably pretty well under- 
stood, but not easily defined. 
not a mere possible doubt, because 
everything relating to human affairs| 
and depending on moral evidence is | 
open to some possible or imaginary 
doubt. It is that state of the case 
which, after the entire comparison 
and consideration of all of the evi-' 
dence, leaves the minds of the jurors 
in that condition that thev cannot 
say that they feel an abiding con- 
viction to a moral certainty of the 
truth of the charge. ‘The evidence | 
must establish the truth of the fact | 
to a moral certainty, a certainty | 
that convinces and directs the un- 
derstanding and satisfies the reason 
and judgment of those who are | 
bound to act conscientiously upon it. 

But if, after canvassing carefully 
the evidence, giving the accused the 
henefit of reasonable doubt. vou are 
led to the conclusion that the de- 
fendant is guilty, vou should so de 
Clare by your verdict. 

To make out a case of guilt, 
state must establish by evidence 
yond a reasonable doubt, first. 
death of Charles A. Lindbergh 
as a result of a felonious stroke jn-| 
flicted on the first day of March. 
1932, at the township of Kast Am- 
well in this county. | 

To support that charge the state 
has produced evidence to the follow- 
ing effect. ‘The fact of death seems 
to be proved, and admitted. At the 
time of his death the child was about 
“0 months old on the evening of 
March 1, 1932, the child was pre- | 
pared for bed by its mother and its. 
nurse, Betty Gow. at the Lindbergh 
home in Kast Amwell township in| 
this county. 

CHILD 
HEALTHY. 

The evidence is to the effect that 
the child was then in good health. a 
normal child except for a slight cold: 
that the mother and the nurse se- 
curely fixed the covering about the 
child, and about 8 oclock left the 
room and closed the window: that | 
between that hour and 10 o'clock 
the child was removed from the bed 
hy some person and carried away, 
with the clothing in which it had 
been put to bed, which clothing has 
been described to you. 

There is evidence Trom 
may conclude, if you see 
the person who carried away the 
child entered the nursery or child's 
bedroom through the southeast win- 
dow of the nursery room, by means 
of a ladder placed against the side 
of the house, under or near the win- 
dow, and that this occurred shortly 
after 9 o'clock at night. 

You will recall the evidence 
Colonel Lindbergh to the effect that 
as he was sitting in his living room 
downstairs, he heard a noise 
about that time, the sound wood 
on wood, like the striking of two 
pieces of wood together, like the 
boards of a crate falling together oft 
of a stand or chair. 

Colonel Lindbergh testified that he 
could not tell at the time where the 
sound came from. and at the moment 
he did not think much about it. 
Later, about 10 o'clock, when the

external violence, that the fracture) 
extended from a point about an inch} 
and a half posterior to the left, it ex- | 
tended forward probably three or) 
four inches, it extended upward to 
one of the fontanels, it extended | 
backward around the back of the 
head: in other words, it was a very 
extensive fracture. 

He further testified that, in his 
opinion, death occurred either instan- 
taneous or within a very few min- 
utes following the actual fractural 
occurrance. It is the contention of 
the state that the fracture described | 
by Dr. Mitchell was inflicted upon 
the child when it was seized and car- 
ried out of the nursery window down 
the ladder and when the ladder .broxe.

it is POINT OF DEATH 
QUESTION RAISED. 


The fact that the child’s body was 
found in Mercer county raises a pre- 
sumption that the death occurred | 
there: but that, of course, is a re- 
buttal presumption, and may be over-| 
come by circumstantial evidence. In 
the present case the state contends 
that the uncontradicted evidence of | 
Colonel Lindbergh and Dr. Mitchell | 
and other evidence justifies the rea- 
sonable inference that the felonious 
stroke ecurred in East Amwell town- 
ship in Hunterdon county, when the 
child was seized and carried out of 
the nursery window and down the 
ladder by the defendant, and that, 
death was instantaneous; and from 
the evidence you may conclude, if you | 
see fit. that the child was feloniously 
strickenion the first day of March at 
the township of Hast Amwell in this 
county, and died as a result of that 
stroke. 

Secondly. the state. in order to jus- 
tify a verdict of guilty, must estab- 
lish by the evidence, beyond a rea 
sonable doubt, that the death was 
caused by the act of the defendant. 
The uncontradicted evidence is that 
the child was left by the mother and ' 
the nurse in the nursery, and the 
window was then closed, 

The evidence justifies the _ infer- 
ence, if you see fit to draw it, that 
the window was maliciously opened 
and the child seized shortly after ¥ 
o clock that night. You will, of course, 
recall the evidence to the effect that 
almost immediately after it was dis-, 
covered that the child had been 
taken from its crib in the nursery, 
there was found the ransom letter, 
demanding $50,000. on the window! 
sil], on which was placed a peculiar 
symbol and peculiar punch holes, and 
Stating that directions would later be 
given for the delivery of the money. 
There also evidence to the effect 
that a few days later Colonel Lind- 
hergh received a second letter with 
like symbols, referring to the oriz- 
inal ransom letter. and reiterating 
that directions for the delivery of the 
ransom money would be given. Mean- 
while Colonel Breckinridge. the friend 
and counsellor of Colonel Lindbergh 
had identified himself with the ease 
In an endeavor to help his friend.

CONDON’S PART 
IN CASE 


There is evidence to the effect that 
a few days before March, 1932. Dr. 
Condon had inserted an advertise- 
ment in the Bronx newspaper in ef- 
fect offering to act go-between ! 
that a few days later Dr. Condon re- 
ceived a letter in effect accepting his 
offer to act as a go-between and en- 
closing a letter to Colonel Lindberzh. 
telling Dr. Condon that after he got 
the money to put words in the New 
York American that the money 
ready, and the letter to Colonel Lind- 
hergh said Condon may act 
between, to give him the money. with 
directions to the package: and 
how thereafter the baby was to be 
found. 

This letter to Celonel Lindbergh. 
as I recall the testimony. contained 
the peculiar S\ mbhols of the original 
ransom letter. The evidence is to the 
effect that immediately Dr. Condon 
drove to Hopewell and econterred with 
Colonel Jiindbergh and with Colonel 
reckinridge and. ith their ac 
quiescence, he inserted the advertise- 
ment, “I money is ready.” 

Dr. Condon that shortly 
thereafter he received a letter adl- 
dressed to him. and delivered to him 
by a taxieab driver. giving him tIn- 
structions how to proceed. The taxi- 
cab driver testified that he was given 
that letter by the defendant Haupt- 
mann. Dr. Condon. testified that. as 
n result of the directions contained 
in that letter and another letter, he 
first had, on March 12th, 1952. an 
interview in Woodlawn eemeters 
with a man whom he identifies 
the defendant. after talking with him 
for more than an hour. In that in- 
terview Dr. Condon said that the de- 
fendant. after having run away from 
gate, among other things. 
“It is too Might he 20 
years or burn. Would [ burn if the 
haby dead? Iam only a go-be- 
tween,” 
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dangerous. 
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SLEEPING SUIT 
GIVEN CONDON. 


Dr. Condon also testified in effect 
that the defendant said that the baby 
was heing held on a boat by others. 
that “we are the right parties.” that 
the baby was held in the crib by 
safety and he said that he 
would send the sleeping suit. Dr. Con- 
further testified that later he 
received the sleeping suit, and other 
letters containing further directions, 
and finally a letter directing that the 
money be ready by Saturday night 
and to put an advertisement in the 
newspaper. “Everything 0. K.,” and 
that these directions were complied 
with br him, Condon. with the ac- 
quiescence of Colonel Lindbergh and | 
Colonel Breckinridge. the latter of 
whom had been in close touch with 
Dr. Condon during practically the 
whole of the ransom negotiations. 
There is testimony to the effect 
that on this Saturday night. April 
© 3932. there was delivered to Dr 
Condon's residence a letter contain-

There is evidence to the effect. that 
after Dr. Condon alighted with the 
money he was hailed By a man on 
the other side of the hedge, to whom 
he finally delivered the ransom 
money.

Dr. Condon testified 
that the man to whom he delivered 
the money was the defendant.

As bearing upon the question 
whether or not the defendant was

Excitement and cold kept the cu- 
rious shivering in the street between 
the minutes when the courthouse bell 
tolled out the news of the verdict 
and the exodus that followed the de- 
cision. 

Earlier, before the verdict was an- 
nounced, the courtroom had been 
cleared of spectators who had slipped 
past the guards. 

As the jury came in, watchers lean- 
ed from second-story windows but 
many were disappointed when window 
shades in the courtroom -were lowered 
as the court reconvened. 

As the jury filed out, ropes kept 
the crowd back. 


Lindbergh Absent 


As Verdict Arrives. 


Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh, the 
father of the slain child, was not in 
court to hear the verdict. 

Instead, he was with his wife at 
their home in Englewood, N. J., and 
was informed of the decision by tele- 
phone. 

There was no immediate indication 
of his reaction.

The jury, it was reported, reached 
co verdict of death on the fifth bal- 
ot. 


All communication with the jurors 
was denied tonight as they returned, 
under guard of state troopers, to 
their third-floor quarters in the hotel 
across the street from the courthouse. 


The members of the jury filed slow- 
ly out of the courthouse and passed 
through the lane made in the packed 
crowd onthe street and sidewalk. 
State troopers followed them and 
stood guard on the stairs and in the 
entrance of the hotel. 

Arrangements were made with the 
state authorities for the jury to re- 
main under guard tonight and to re- 
turn to their homes tomorrow. Pre- 
vious orders to Sheriff John H. Cur- 
tiss, who provided for the hotel quar- 
ters during the trial, were that when 
the jurors left for the courthouse to- 
day they would not return except to 
pick up their belongings and depart 
for home. 

Spectators crowded about in the 
lobby of the hotel and at the foot of 
the stairs to the jury quarters but 
none was permitted to pass the line 
of big blue-coated troopers standing 
guard, 

How the jurors stood on the vari- 
ous ballots before reaching their ver- 
dict was not disclosed. Reports cir- 
culating in the courtroom before the 
jury filed in were that they had been 
deadlocked through the afternoon and 
evening at 10-2 for a death verdict. 

From authoritative sources, it was 
learned that two of the women jurors 
had opposed the death penalty 
throughout the deliberations. 


Earlier in the day the eight men 

and four women listened with un- 
faltering attention as the fatherly jus- 
tice read the charge in distinct, un- 
hurried tones. 
@ Hauptmann, who had come into the 
room with a twisted, half smile, heard 
the words with painful attention, his 
face set and pale. Occasionally his 
eyes moved swiftly down the rows of 
jurors, scanning their faces. 

A few feet away, his wife’s face 
was ashen, her eyes blank. But they 
welled up with tears when the court 
said: “If there is reasonable doubt 
that the defendant is guilty, he is to 
be declared not guilty,” and again, 
when Justice Trenchard intoned a re- 
petition of the ransom man’s words 
to “Jafsie: Would I burn if the baby 
is dead?”
